For 
there is not a line to be met with in the Goſpel, 
but what evidently tends to ſoften and humanize the 
heart: not a precept, but what is calculated to pro- 
duce peace on earth, and good will towards men. 


Theſe precepts too are ſtill further ſtrengthened 
and enforced by the conduct of our Lord and 
Saviour Jefus Chriſt. That Jeſus whoſe diſciples 
we profeſs to be; and whoſe example therefore, ag 
far as the frailties and infirmities of human nature 
will permit, we are bound to follow.

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He, we are. told, out of pure love and com- 
paſſion to mankind, left the boſom of his Father, 
* took upon him the form of a ſervant, and being 
found in faſhion as a man, humbled himſelf, and 
became obedient unto death, even the death of the 
croſs x.

. During the time too of his miniſtry on earth, his 
whole life was nothing elſe, but one continued ſcene 
of Kindneſs and Beneficence. For we are aſſured 
by thoſe, who were eye-witneſles of theſe things, 
* that he went through all the cities and villages 


of Judea, teaching in their Synagogues, preaching 


the goſpel of the kingdom, and healing all manner 
of ſickneſs, and all manner of | diſeaſe: among 


the people .“ 


Thus therefore did our Bleſſed Lord and Maſter 
go about doing good. Thus did he ſet us an ex- 
ample, that we ſhould follow his ſteps Not indeed 
in the ſame manner, or to the ſame degree, for that

They call upon us at all ſeaſons, 
and almoſt in all places. Our ability, however, of 
ſatisfying their numerous claims is, from the very 
nature of things, limited and confined. And there 
fore it becomes no ſmall, no unimportant part of 
our duty, to attend principally to thoſe, which, 
either from ſome peculiar circumſtances of diftreſs, 
or from ſome other more AE ar try

The ſeveral relations, which every man bears in 
life, and of conſequence therefore the ſeveral duties, 
which reſpectively ariſe from thence, may, I think, 

. not 
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not unaptly be repteſented by: ſa: many different 
circles; of all which ther man himſelf, let his ſitu - 
ation, eircumſtances, ot abilities be what they 
will, is the common center. Thoſe circles there- 
fore, that are the ſmalleſt, and the neareſt; that is, 
thoſe that repreſent a man's parents, children, or 
other relatives, muſt of couxſe feel the moſt of his 
influence, and power.

For every man's influence is in this reſpect 
like light, or heat; the wider it ſpreads, the

It has indeed been pretended, by one of the 
diſciples of the New Philoſophy &, that it is the duty 
of every man at all times, and under all circum- 
ſtances, to be influenced entirely by a regard to, what 
he calls the General Good ;—that this object de- 
mands the firſt, nay the only attention ;—and that

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on this altar of what he terms ! juſtice, pure, un- 
adulterated juſtice, all domeſtic and local relations

child to be in danger, and at the fame time that of 
another perſon, with whom you are entirely uncon- 
nected, or eyen unacquainted, yet if this latter perſon 
be poſſeſſed of ſome ſuperior mental powers, by the 

exertion of which he may perhaps contribute more 
to the General Good than your friend, your parent, 
or your child can do, you are inſtantly to tear 
aſunder all the tender ties, which nature, duty, and 
affection have wound round your heart: you are to 
fave this unknown, this unconnected perſon at all 
events ;—and are for him to give up all -

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fociety,-to ſet out upon the principle here recom- 
mended. What would be the confequence? Would 
the ſame degree of benefit be conferred upon man- 
kind by theſe New Philoſophers, as is actually done 
by thoſe, who obey the dictates of Nature, Reaſon, 
and Revelation? Certainly not. For while the 
philoſophic enquirer was determining who were 
the moſt worthy objects of his benevolence, innu- 
merable evils would exiſt unprevented, or unreme- 
died innumerable calamities would remain unalle- 
viated ; — and the lamentations of unheeded diftreſs, 
would ſoon be heightened into reproaches, nay, 
even into execrations againſt him, who could ſit 
down calm and compoſed amidſt ſurrounding ſcenes 
of wretchedneſs and woe, coolly inveſtigating where 
it would become him beſt to'exerciſe his dormant 
powers of kindneſs, and beneficence. 


How contrary to this are the dictates of Nature; 
which has wiſely provided that the tie ſhould be 
drawn cloſeſt, where we have the greateſt power 
and means of doing good. How infinitely prefer- 
able to this wild, this viſionary ſcheme, is the

It is nothing leſs than injuſtice in the ane 
to ſuppoſe of any one, that his affections are not 
1 b | moſt 
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moſt deeply intereſted in the preſent, and future 
welfare of Children. The very dictates of nature 
call forth ſuch affections in every mind, which is not 
become callous, and ſelfiſn. But whoever has been 
taught by Revealed Religion, the ineſtimable value 
of every human ſoul; whoever has been encou- 
raged by the Divine Promiſes, to look forward to 
the reception of millions into glory, through the 
merits of our Saviour, muſt conſider the preſer- 

vation of that innocence, the cultivation and im- 
provement of thoſe good diſpoſitions, and the pro- 
duction of that holineſs, without which no man 
ſhall be admitted to ſee the Lord,” as objects of the 


higheſt concern to every one, who would ſave him- 


ſelf, and be inſtrumental to the ſalvation of others. 


Mankind, in proportion as they have been at- 
tached to the Chriſtian Religion, have been always 
careful to inſtill its principles betimes into the 
tender minds of children. And the moſt formi- 
dable enemies of the Goſpel, particularly Julian, 
the Apoſtate Emperor, could deviſe no means more 
probable of extirpating Chriſtianity from the earth,

doctrines were taught. They well knew: how: 
powerful, and how permanent, the Influence of fact: 
impreſſions is always found to be. And they argued 
ſoundly when they concluded, that it would always 
be ſtrongeſt, when the principles themſelves were 
moſt perfect. In the caſe of Chtiſtianity, therefore} 
they were well aware, that nothing leſs than keep- 
ing children in utter ignorance of thoſe principles; 
could prevent them from becoming fo much attached 
to their religion, as never to reſign the glorious 
hopes which they derived from it, in conſequence 
either of the threats of authority, or all the vio- 
lences of uncontrouled tyranny. 1

obtained His Majeſty's Leave, reſolved upon doing 
all that lay in their Power to raiſe Collections, for their 3% 
rſecuted Brethren. To this End, in June the ſame Exiles re- 
ear, they. publiſhed An Account of the Sufferings of ***& 
the perſecuted Proteſtants in the Archbiſhaprickef Saltz- 
burg. Sc. and afterwards publiſhed A further Account 
of their Sufferings, &c. with an Extract of the Fournals 
of M. Von Reck, the Commiſſary of the firſt Tranſport 
of Saltzburgers fo Georgia, and of the Minifters that 
nied them thither, 1733. Theſe Accounts, 
being enforced by the generous Example of many No- 
ble and Honourable Perſons, as alſo by liberal Con- 
tributions, and earneſt Exhortations from the Right 
Reverend the Biſhops, and their Clergy, had; through 
God's Bleſſing, ſo good an Effect upon the Minds of : 
charitable and well-diſpoſed Chriſtians, of every Rank 
and Denomination, that the Society, beſides making 
many large Remittances to Germany, were enabled to 
ſend over to the Engliſb Colony in Georgia, in the 
Years 173 3» 1734, 1735. and 1741, four Tranſports, 
conſiſting of more than two Hundred Proteſtant Emi-

It gave him 
much Satisfaction to find a decent ſmall Church in good 
Repair, and a Congregation of between one and two 
hundred People, very attentive to the Service, and 
reſpectful to him on other!/Occaſions.—He adminiſtered 
the Sacrament on the firſt Sunday of the new Year, but 
had few Communicants; the Number, however, he hoped 
would increaſe, by ſuitable Addreſſes to the Iſlanders 
upon the Subject. The whole Population of the Iſland 
he in at about 240 Souls. — The Schoolmiſtreſs 
at St. Agnes, and the two at St. Mary's, he conſidered
